No less im 
pressive 1s the fact that, while the chief argument for England's 
claim will be made by Sir Richard Webster, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral in Lord Salisbury’s Government, the principal counsel for 
Venezuela are ex-President Benjamin Harrison and ex-Secretary 
of the Navy, B. F. Tracy. 


WILL GREAT BRITAIN COERCE THE 
TRANSVAAL? 

Kk NOW KNOW a good deal more about the wrongs 
suffered by the Uitlanders in Johannesburg than we 
did at the time of the Jameson raid, When American 
sympathies were enlisted for the Boers. The truth is that the 
principle, which lay at the root of our own Revolution, the 
principle that taxation without representation is unendurable, 
has never been more elaringly violated than it how is in 
the Transvaal. The Uitlanders, as the British, American 
and German emigrants are called, constitute a majority of 
the population of the South African Republic, and possess 
nineteen-twentieths of its taxable property. They furnish

almost aii the public revenues of the commonwealth, vet 
have no voice in the application of them. Such a position 
would be revolting to men accustomed to free institutions, even 
if the despotism, to which they were forced to submit, were in 
telligently directed. As a matter of fact, the transport of neces 
sary commodities 1s impeded by inordinate duties, and the vital 
industry of the Transvaal, gold-mining, is shackled by the Gov- 
ernment monopoly of dynamite, which compels the miner to 
pay double the market price for that indispensable article. In 
numerable, indeed, are the exactions and annoyances which the 
Uitlanders are obliged to bear, and the conviction is now wide 
spread throughout South Africa that their political servitude 
must cease. This conviction is shared by any even of the 
Dutch burghers in the Orange Free State and of the Duteh land 
owners in the Cape Colony and in Natal. There is, therefore, 
much less danger than there was two years ago, that an attempt 
on the part of England to coerce the Pretoria Government into 
the adoption of franchise reforms will cause a general race war. 
As to Enegland’s ability to bring the South African Republic to 
terms, there is, of course, no doubt whatever. Even after the 
defeat of a detachment at Majuba Hill, the British forces were 
strong enough to subjugate the T'ransvaal, had Mr. Gladstone 
perinitted them to carry out the intended operations. The in- 
dividual Boer is a good sharpshooter, but he has no military 
training, and he will not face artillery and Gatling guns in the 
field. A single demonstration of the efficiency of modern mili- 
tary apparatus would probably suffice. This is a lesson, how- 
ever, which the average Boer has yet to learn; consequently, it 
is extremely difficult for President Kruger, who, for his part, 
understands the situation, to persuade his countrymen to avert a 
war by well-timed and extensive concessions. President Kruger 
is well aware that the commonwealth, of which he is the head, 
is feeble. not only materially, but morally, having now lost the 
sympathies of foreign nations, which it commanded a few years 
ago. The United States are now persuaded that the Jameson

The quarantine station for ships coming into New 
Orleans is at the mouth of the Mississippi River, It is 
supposed that some coasting vessel from a fever coun-

For the rash act of allowing persons from a fever 
district to enter, and then quarantining, and for various 
other actions the people did not approve, the Board of 
Health of ’97 was requested to resign.

It has brought many of us to the reali- 
zation that ‘fall men are born free and equal’’ is but a 
phrase high-sounding and with little logic. 

But last winter a cold spell, the coldest the South 
has ever known, visited the Gulf States. In New 
Orleans the thermometer registered 6.8 degrees, 8 points 
lower than any previous record; and, as cold weather 
is sure death to the fever germ, the people rejoiced that 
there would be no fever tl iless imported. 
The most rigorous precautions were taken to properly 
quarantine agaist Central and South America, Cuba 
and Puerto Rico; and all returning troops were prop 
erly ak tained, and their baggage disinfected.

THE ADVENT OF THE HORSELESS CARRIAGE 


HE FORETOLD time when “‘earriages without 
end of the 


century finds the self propelling vehicle an 





horses shall go’? has come, and the 


established factor of every day life. This is demon 


strated by the organization of the Automobile Club of 


America for the development of the motor-carriage as 
a source of sport and pleasure, the formation of a 
gigantic trust for the commercial exploitation of elec 
tric street traction in this country, and the laying of 
plans for an international race between French and 
American automobiles—all events of the past few 
weeks. 

The word ‘‘automobile,’’? now officially recognized 
by the French Academy, covers all motor-traction 


vehicles capable of operating on ordinary roads, 


whether by gas, oil, vapor, compressed air, or elec 
tneity. Since man began to make machines, a ear 
riage that would run itself has been the goal of the 
inventive, and the automobile of to day is an evolution 
from the hidden man, the spring and the sail motors of 
earlier centuries 

The development of the modern machine began in 
France. Thirteen years ago, Count de Dion operated 
a clumsy and noisy gas mo- 
tor on the boulevards of 
Paris, and was laughed at

So long as it was but a 
costly plaything, the world looked on the automobile 
with mild curiosity, and sceptically smiled at the dream 
that it was destined to supplant the horse. Not until

kins was not arrested. New discoveries came 
on apace, however; and other 
peculation rapidly came to light. In Septem 
ber, 1811, Archibald Gracie & Son of New 
York, forwarded to the Treasury a certificate 
for $15,000 of United States deferred six per 
genuine signature of the 
Register of the Treasury.

certificates had been sold in London by one 
James Tompkins, a son of Charles, the Regis 
ter’s former confidential clerk. Upon further 
investigation it was ascertained that James 
Tompkins and one Thomas Joy (alias Harrison), 
acting as his coadjutor in fraud, had sailed from 
Liverpool for America, It was rumored a little 
that they were coming in the Justina, 
which James Tompkins had bought in Liver 
pool with a part of the proceeds arising from 
his successful negotiations in London of these 
spurious United States securities. It was also 
Jearned that Thomas Joy was in command of 
the Justina, 

The authorities in this country determined to 
intercept and capture the vessel on her arrival, 


and to arrest the two culprits before they 
reached terra firma. They made good this 
determination, When the Justina came into 


New York Harbor on the 9th of November, 
1811, found herself right under the big 
guns of the Wasp. Both Tompkins and Joy 
were immediately arrested and taken into 
custody. When they were apprised of the 
reason why the law had thus laid its hands 
upon them, Joy denied everything, but Tomp- 
kins made a full confession: that he had re 
ceived from his father ten certificates signed 
in blank; that he had sold one of them for 
$15,000 and another for $30,000, and had 
destroyed all the rest, except one, which he 
still retained; and that he had sold the two 
he used in London for £7,589 7s. 6d., sterling 
—of which he had paid £4,000 for the Justina, 
loaned £3,000 on real eState in Liverpool, sent 
£300 to his mother, and expended other small 
amounts in different ways. Upon the dis 
closures thus made, Charles Tompkins, father 
and former confidential clerk of the 
. r, was arrested, and all three of them 
were fully committed to await their trials in 
the following May (1812)—the father and son 
upon indictments for forgery, and Joy upon an

indictment as accessory. The father was ac 
quitted and the son was convicted, but par 
doned after a few months, and Joy was re 
| leased upon the ground that it was hardly 





worth while to prosecute the accessory after
